MASS MEETING 
HELD IN CITY 

HALLTUES.
Informal Discussion of

Arlington Paving by
Interested Parties

Pair play and a spirit of coopera 
tlon as between the contractor, the 
Wlllite company, and the Arlington 
avenue property owners, were the 
outstanding features of the masi 
meeting called for Saturday nigh 
last at the city hall for the purpose 
of discussing the unsatisfactory 
manner in which the paving of thi 
new boulevard had been' carried ou 
and to get an expression of opinion 
from representatives of the Willlte 
company, who furnished the formula 
for the paving material.

Those who attended the meeting 
expecting recriminations and an out 
burst of oral fireworks were disap 
pointed, but others who hoped fo 
an equitable adjustment of the prob 
lem realized before the conclusion 
of the meeting that the Willite com 
pany were determined, to see tha 
the taxpayers were given a good 
street, regardless of expense to thi 
company.

Following an explanation of thi 
meeting by Mayor Pitzhugh, Will 
iam M. Morse, Jr., attorney for the 
Arlington Avenue Improvement as 
soclaion, made up of the affected 
property owners, explained the attl 
tude of the latteiVregarding thi 
paving of the street >HxjLj>resented 
a petition of protest that was later 
presented to the City Council at its 
regular meeting Tuesday evening 
February 6, and which is'Published 
in full in another column.

Following the reading of the peti­ 
tion Mr. Morse stated that he rep­ 
resented his clients with a moa 
friendly feeling for the city, the 
contractor, and the Wlllite company 
but that in the former's behalf h< 
insisted that a good street be laic 
before his clients were called upon 
to pay the bill.

At the request of the mayor Mr 
Bert Heinley, a representative of 
the Willlte company stated that he 
felt unable to amplify the letter 
of guarantee his company had writ­ 
ten to the City Council, in which 
the company stated unequivocally 
that regardless of trouble or ex­ 
pense to itself it would keep the 
pavement in good condition for a 
period of three years. Mr. Heinley's 
statement that so far as he knew 
no such guarantee had ever been 
given by any paving company, and 
that his company was giving the 
guarantee for the purpose of main­ 
taining their eight-year reputation 
for square dealing, was corroborated 
by City Engineer Jessup, who fur­ 
ther said that if at the end of the 
three-year period the road was then 
in good condition, 't would undoubt­ 
edly remain so for many years 
longer.

After thirty minutes of informal 
discussion of the subject the meet- 
Ing adjourned to meet with the 
City Trustees Tuesday night, 
report of which meeting will be 
found in another column.
